This  year  there  will  be  two  eclipses  of  the  Sun,  and  one  of 
the  Moon.  One  of  the  Solar  eclipses  will  be  central  and  the 
other  total. 

The  first  will  be  an  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  June  6, 
invisible  in  this  region,  but  will  be  visible  in  California,  the  southern 
portion  of  the  United  States,  and  to  nearly  the  v.  liole  of  South  America. 

The  second  will  be  a  Partial  Z^clipse  of  the  Moon,  June  21, 
visible  immediately  after  midnight,  as  follows: 

Eclipse  begins  Oh.  18m. 

Middle  ot  Eclipse,  Ih.  6m. 

Eclipse  ends,  Ih,  55m. 
Digits  Eclipsed  2.^  on  the  northern  limb. 

The  third  will  be  a  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  November  30, 
invisible  in  this  quarter.

The  column  for  high 
u-ater  ])eing  calculateti  for  New  York,  to  find  the  time  of  high  water  at 
Albany  for  any  particular  'lay,  add  6  hours  o3  min.  to  the  time  given. 

The  expressions  ofien  o<-cur.  of  Sun  fast  and  Sun  slow.  They 
n'ler  to  I  he  tlifl^erence  of  time  as  shown  hy  the  Sun  and  by  a  good  clock 
of  watch  Time,  as  marked  by  the  former,  is  called  apparent  tinic^ 
and  as  marked  by  the  latter  mean  time.  A  good  sundial  will  always 
tell  the  former,  and  a  watch  or  clock  the  latter.  The  calculations  of  this 
Almanac  are  given  in  mean  or  clock  time,  except  the  rising  and  setting 
of  the  Sim.  If  we  wish  to  regulate  a  clock  by  the  Sun,  we  must  set  it 
to  the  time  of  its  rising  or  setting  in  the  Almanac,  after  proper  allow- 
ance has  been  made  for  the  differ  ence  between  apparent  and  mean  time.

PIZARRO  S  GRAVE. 

In  the  crypt  under  the  high  altar  of  the  Cathedral  at  Lima,  are  de- 
posited the  remains  of  the  celebrated  Pizarro,  who  was  assassinated  in 
the  palace  near  by.  A  snnall  piece  of  silver  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
sacristan,  procured  me  admission  into  the  crypt.  Descending  a  few  steps 
I  entered  a  small  place,  some  twenty  feet  long,  quite  light  and  white- 
washed, and  which  smelt  and  looked  so  much  like  a  comfortable  wine 
cellar,  that  I  caught  myself  more  than  once  looking  round  for  the  bins 
and  bottles  The  first  object  I  saw  was  a  large,  square  tomb,  surmounted 
by  the  erect  figure  of  an  abbot,  and  close  by,  in  an  opening  in  the  wall, 
I  noticed  what  appeared  to  me  a  collection  of  dusty  rags,  but  a  closer 
inspection  proved  that  this  was  all  that  remained  of  the  renowned  con- 
queror of  Peru.  He  has  still  on  him  the  same  clothes  and  shoes  which 
he  wore  at  the  moment  of  assassination.  Of  course  his  body  is  nothing 
but  a  skeleton  covered  with  dry  flesh  and  skin,  so  that  no  features  are 
discernible.  The  body  is  covered  with  what  was  once  white  linen, 
swathed  around  him,  but  the  dust  of  centuries  has  collected  on  it,  and 
turned  it  to  a  light  brown  color,  and  it  almost  pulverizes  when  touched. 
The  body  is  placed  on  a  narrow  piece  of  plank,  in  a  sloping  position,  and 
has  been  placed  in  this  hole  merely  to  put  it  out  of  the  way.
